Macready, 
as the hero, had ample scope for the display of his peculiarly energetic 
style, and he made the most of his opportunities, for we never saw 
him play better. Miss Phillips also acted with judgment and feeling ; 
and Mrs Brudenell, who made her second appearance as the Queen, 
evinced considerable dramatic tact, and proved the truth of our re- 
mark, that she would be at least a useful acquisition to this company. 
The patriotic sentiments of 4/fred were eagerly seized upen by the 
audience, as applicable to passing events; and were applauded to the 
very echo, which did applaud again. In the Interlude of 4 Day after 
the Wedding, Miss Kennet! sustained the character of Lady Elizabeth 
Freelove in a spirited and pleasing manner, and received a large por- 
tion of well-deserved applause. In the acting of this young lady, tho’ 
there was much which merited present praise, there was still more 
which promised fature excellence, and we look forward with pleasure 
to her performance of Peggy to-morrow evening. Balls. who is really 
a vivacious, agreeable actor, personated Colonel Freelove very cleverly. 
The Farce of X. Y. Z. concluded the evening’s amusements; the part 
of Weddy Bray, which was written expressly for Liston, was supported 
by Harley (for the first time, we believe,) in such a ludicrous and ef- 
fective style that he kept the audience on the broad grin during the 
whole of his performance, and was greatly applauded. To make any 
thing like a stand in an original character of Liston’s, would be no 
slight triumph, but Harley achieved more, he almost caused the audi- 
ence to forget the impression made on them by that favorite actor, in 
their admiration of his successor.
